EXECUTIVE COUNCIL ELECTED 


Sacramento State College Alumni Association was officially launch- 
ed at a summer meeting in conjunction with the summer session picnic 
at Elk Grove Picnic Grounds. A constitution was ratified and officers 


were elected, to serve for two years. 


Officers are as follows: David Morse, °49, president; Elizabeth 
Strong, ’50, vice-president; Janet Bryant, ’49, secretary; David Lindberg, 


50, treasurer, and Warren Mc- 
Claskey, ’49, elected delegate. 

Under the terms of the constitu- 
tion, these officers constitute the 
executive council, with the execu- 
tive secretary, John E. Samara as 
ex-officio member. The executive 
council appointed the following 
members to serve with them on 
the Board of Directors of the As- 
sociaton: Lois Briggs, °49; Jack 
Bertolucci, 50; Peter Schur, '49; 
and Donald McDonald, ’49. 

Dues (annual) were set at $3.50 
per year and life memberships at 
$50. As a special inducement for 
the charter membership drive, the 
Board of Directors voted at their 
first meeting to reduce the life 
membership fee to $35 for all Char- 
ter members. Deadline was set for 
November 30, 1950 to become char- 
ter members. 

All graduates of Sacramento 
State are eligible for membership, 
as well as graduate students who 
have completed 24 units at SSC. 
All Presidents of the College will 
automatically be honorary mem- 
bers. Plans are being made to grant 
the Governor honorary member- 
ship. 

Privileges automatically included 
with membership include: special 
student rates for basketball games; 
special student rates for the Junior 
Prom and Senior Ball; monthly 
issues of the State College Hornet 
with emphasis on alumni news; and 
all members joining before Novem- 
ber 30 this year will automatically 
be entitled to special rate of $35 
for life membership at any time 
they choose. 

It is planned that the Associa- 
tion will annually meet on occasion 
of the regular State College picnic 
each spring and have one winter 
meeting or social function . 





Enrollment Figures 

A total of 2103 students now 
attend Sacramento State College, 
a gain of 24 per cent in one year’s 
time. Regular on-campus students 
who take six units or more increas- 
ed from 841 last fell to 1,061 this 
semester. Students carrying less 
than six units expanded the 629 
of last fall to 767 this year. Exten- 
sion students registered number 
275, compared tc 221 lest fall. The 
only decrease recorded was veteran 
enrollment, which dropped 17.5 per 
cent, from 618 to 510 this fall.

School Just Begins; 
And Exams Already! 


Students seeking teaching cre- 
dentials spent a full day Saturday, 
September 23, taking examinations 
and being interviewed. Many fac- 
ulty members were on hand to con- 
duct the program. 

According to Dr. James M. Brad- 
field, head of the Committee on 
Credential Candidates, 190 to 200 
students were tested and interview- 
ed in the Ninth and Eleventh Ave- 
nue Annexes. 

The purposes of these examina- 
tions were to give an informational 
basis for the selection of credential 
candidates and to furnish a basis 
for their guidance. 

Tests given were: the American 
Council on Education Psychological 
Examination, the Kuder Preference 
Record, which is a vocational in- 
terest test, the Cooperative Con- 
temporary Affairs Test, the Co- 
operative Engiish Test, and the 
Minnesota Multi-phasic Personality 
Inventory. 

The committee will act in the 
near future on applicants for can- 
didacy on the basis of these tests 
and interviews and on individuai 
grade point averages and physical 
examinations. 

Those who did not complete the 
tests or did not take any may do 
so on February 10, 1951. Students 
are reminded that candidacy for a 
credential is prerequisite to assign- 
ment to Supervised Teaching.

But, if he looked a little closer, he would also discern a liberal educa- 
tional viewpoint through the excellence of the handpicked faculty, plus 
the guidance and administration of the curriculum by outstanding 
administrators. Verily, an educational bonanza. 

The primary aim of Sacramento State, the production of first class 
educators in their various fields, will not be sidetracked by moss bound 
traditions applicable only to the needs of a bygone era. 

California can well be proud of the scholastic record of her various 
state colleges established prior to Sacramento State. It is the feeling of 
the students and facu)y of Hornetland, that our institution is well on the 
way to the top ec/ielon of similar recognition. 

But, lest we fee! that the handicaps we now operate under are con- 
siderable, give thought to the present struggle of the students of the 
newly founded Indonesian University. The infant Republic of Indonesia 
is trying to establish Democratic Education under the most trying of 
financial and administrative difficiulties. 

The present students are truly the forefathers of Indo-chinese edu- 
cational rebirth in the Democratic pattern. If their university dies 
through lack of funds, books, or encouragement from Western educa- 
tional compatriots, we lose in our fight for educational enlightenment 
on a worldwide plane. 

One of the first and possibly finest traditions we could establish 
here at State, would be to establish an annual book collecting drive at 
the end of each semester. Books thus collected would be shipped to Indo- 
China. 

The inauguration of such a tradition would be in the finest sense of 
the “Pioneer Spirit.”

Mister 880, now playing at the 
Crest Theater, is one of those rare 
movie treats that come along all 
too seldom. It is filled with some 
very likeable characters and one 
particularly lovable old man. 

Mister 880 is the true story of an 
old counterfeiter that prints only 
enough one dol- 
lar bills to live 
on, thereby sav- 
ing the govern- 
ment quite a 
considerable sum 
of money by not 
moving into an 
aged veterans’ 
home. It took the 
Secret Service 

, over ten years 
to catch the loveable old crook, as 
he never gave any one person more 
than one bill. 

Burt Lancaster and Dorothy Mc- 
Guire are cast as the Secret Ser- 
vice agent and the old man’s best 
friend, respectively. Both Lancas- 
ter and Miss McGuire turn in com- 
pletely refreshing performances. 
The picture is given timeliness by 
the clever use of the United Na- 
tions meetings as a backdrop for 
quite a bit of the footage. 

The star of the picture is with- 
out a doubt Edmund Gwenn, who 
turns in a performance that rivals 
his academy award work as Santa 
Clavs in “The Miracle on 34th 
Street.” Gwenn makes the charac- 
ter of “Skipper” so sympathetic 
that from the first reel you are 
hoping the Johnson Office did not 
insist on proving that crime does 
not pay in this case. By sticking 
so closely to the actual facts of the 
ease, the producers were able to 
show a climax that pleases every- 
one much more than any Holly- 
wood scripters could have turned 
out. 

For a perfect movie with a per- 
fect cast and a perfect blend of 
humor and pathos, I heartily rec- 
ommend Mister 880.
